Robert  Fechner,  Director  of  Emergency 
Conservation  Work,  today  announced  that  a re- 
cent survey  conducted  by  the  office  of  the 
Surgeon  General  of  the  War  Department  indicat- 
ed that  the  average  young  man  who  enrolls  in 
the  CCC  gains  from  seven  to  eleven  pounds 
during  his  first  two  months  in  camp. 

The  greatest  weight  gains  were  registered 
in  the*  Eighth  Corps  Area,  embracing  Colorado, 
Arizona,  Hew  Mexico,  Oklahoma,  Texas  and  Wyom- 
ing. Records  show  that  the  average  gain  for 
160  enrcllees  for  the  two  month  period  was 
11.23  pounds. 

In  the  Fourth  Corps  Area  in  which  Florida 
is  located  the  men  tested  showed  an  average 
gain  of  3.60  pounds  during  the  first  month  in 
camp  and  2.17  pounds  during  the  second  month 
making  an  aggregate  gain  of  6.77  pounds.

One  such  fellow  at  last  became  so 
buried  in  debt  that  his  creditors 
colected  his  pay  for  about  three 
months  to  get  back  what  he  had 
borrowed.  This  is  an  extreme  case. 
But  many  have  done  a little  bor- 
rowing, a dime  here  and  a nickel 
there.  Let’s  all  dig  back  in  our 
memories  and  remember  all  the 
small  debts  we  owe  end  pay  them 
tefere  we  leave  the  CCC.  Then  we 
can  go  home  with  a clear  con- 
science, even  though  it  is  with  a 
thin  pocketbook.
